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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on September 24, 2001 have been fiiUy considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

a. Applicants argue that Stover does not disclose or anticipate a porous polymeric 
layer with an average pore size between 0.2-10 \im. 

However, in Column 1, lines 33-35 of the Stover's disclosure a microporous film 
with pore sizes up to 1 .2 |am is taught. 

Regarding the materials of the fabric and the porous polymeric layer, these are 
taught by the Stover's reference on Claims 4 and 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent ixnless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stover (US 
5,208,098). 

Stover discloses a self-bonded nonwoven web and porous film composite comprising at 
least one layer of a self-bonded, fibrous nonwoven web comprising substantially continuous 
filaments adhered to at least one layer of a polymeric porous film and having vapor-permeable 
and Uquid-impermeable properties. (Abstract) 

The reference further teaches a microporous fihn with pore sizes up to 1.2 microns. 
(Column 1, line 35). Further it teaches that the web comprises a thermoplastic selected from the 
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group consisting of polypropylene and polyester among others. (Claim 4) The reference fiirther 
discloses that the polymeric porous films can be prepared from any suitable fihn-forming 
polymeric composition, such as polyolefins, polyamides, polyesters and the like. (Column 8, line 

1) 

The prior art is found to disclose each chemical and structural feature instantly claimed, 
therefore it must meet the property requirement specified, otherwise, applicant's claim is 
incomplete. Note ex parte SLOB (157 USPQ 172), which supports this position.
